IMPRESSIONS OF ENGLISH SCHOOLS 
FOR THE DEAF 


It was my good fortune to have a few weeks vacation 
before the meeting of the International Conference of 
Teachers of the Deaf in London last summer and to be 
able to make short visits to a number of schools for the 
deaf in England and Scotland. While impressions 
gathered in such a way may not be of great value, I would 
like to give them to teachers in American schools for 
what they may be worth. 

The institutions included on my trip were the resi- 
dential schools at Exeter, Manchester, Glasgow, Edin- 
burgh, Margate, the London County Council schools for 
older boys and older girls, the Jewish school in London, 
and the day-school in Bristol. 

On the physical side, the English schools made an 
excellent impression upon me. Practically all of those 
which I visited are equipped with spacious grounds, in- 
eluding ample play space, and substantial buildings. In 
general, the grounds are beautifully cared for and are 
attractive to the eye, forming wholesome environment 
for young people. In some of the schools there is a very 
noticeable lack of classroom equipment, and dining rooms 
and recitation rooms in some of the institutions are not 
particularly attractive. Dormitories, however, are light 
and spacious, and in several cases the arrangements for 
taking care of the pupils in small units are particularly 
pleasant. This is notably true in the Manchester School, 
and the school at Edinburgh. Everywhere, one is struck 
by the scrupulous neatness with which both buildings 
and grounds are kept. 

In some of the schools I visited, both the space pro- 
vided for manual training work and the outfits are some- 
what meager, but in most of them there are excellent

shops with modern equipment for a few trades. Most 
of the time for trades teaching seemed to be devoted 
to woodworking, shoemaking and tailoring for the boys, 
and dressmaking and laundry work for the girls. 

One of the striking features of the equipment at many 
of the schools is the provision for swimming, which is 
taught to all the older children in a first-class manner. 
At the Margate School a large modern pool is now being 
erected at a cost of nearly $75,000. 

A visitor from the United States notes at once the 
absence of older children in many of the schools. This 
is due to the fact that 16 is the maximum legal school age, 
and that a large majority of the children are expected to 
graduate at this period in life. It is pleasing to know, 
however, that arrangements are made in some of the 
schools for keeping the more promising children, particu- 
larly for manual training work, for two or three years 
longer. 

It might seem to an American teacher at first that 
the short school life would be disastrous to the educa- 
tional program, but it is to be remembered that the 
school year in England is very much longer than it is 
in our country. The summer vacation lasts only six 
weeks, and, although the Christmas holidays are longer 
than ours, the school year on the whole lasts from six 
to eight weeks longer than ours. 

Classes are small, averaging, in accordance to law, ten 
pupils. The course is well balanced, and the school pro- 
gram seemed to me very satisfactory. The older pupils 
in the schools which I had the pleasure of visiting seemed 
well informed, had excellent speech and power of lip- 
reading and appeared well trained in fundamentals. 

In the Manchester School, which is one of those in 
which training is given beyond the age of 16, practically 
all of the time of the older pupils is devoted to definite 
trades teaching. Some of the boys are practically 
apprenticed to tradesmen in the city, remaining in the 
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institution at night where they have proper supervision 
and some opportunity and direction in study. 

These older boys and girls live in excellent quarters in 
small units, and while they have not a great amount of 
school work after the age of 16, the problems involved 
in learning their trades with the language necessarily 
used, and their opportunity to study for a short time 
daily, seem to develop the minds of the pupils very sat- 
isfactorily in many cases. 

The following facts were strongly impressed upon me 
during my trip among the English schools. Some of them 
may have suggestions worth our consideration in this 
country. 

1. The national government of Great Britain gives 
substantial aid to all the schools for the deaf at the pres- 
ent time, although about half were originally private in- 
stitutions supported by endowment and contributions. 
Philanthropists and charitable-minded persons are still 
giving aid to the various schools for the deaf, which are 
expending from 70 to 80 pounds per pupil per year. 

2. On account of the government aid, all of the schools 
are inspected by a representative of the National Board 
of Education of England or of Scotland. Schools estab- 
lished by the county or borough are usually also in- 
spected by a representative from that county or borough. 

3. Medical inspection is now compulsory for all the 
school children in England. Defects in hearing are often 
detected in this way. Children too deaf to be taught in 
a class of hearing children must be sent to a special school 
for the deaf, under the law. If no day-school is close at 
hand, the child must be sent to a residential institution. 
On account of this provision, it seems probable that prac- 
tically all children in England who are seriously deaf are 
now in special schools. 

4, There is a national pension law providing a fairly 
reasonable sum for the retirement of teachers of long 
service. It provides one-eightieth (1/80) of the final 
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salary received for each year of service up to forty- 
eightieths (40/80), and a lump sum payment on retire- 
ment, in addition, of one-thirtieth (1/30) of the final sal- 
ary per year of service up to forty-thirtieths (40/30). 

5. To be entitled to a position in the schools with regu- 
lar rating and an opportunity to obtain a pension, teach- 
ers are expected to obtain a diploma from the Teachers’ 
College, or from the teachers’ training department of the 
University of Manchester. The Teachers’ College, which 
is simply a professional body of the teachers of the deaf, 
prepares the examination questions and reads the ex- 
aminations for teachers, and the Department of Edu- 
eation checks up on their work. Regular increases of 
salaries for teachers obtaining diplomas from the Uni- 
versity of Manchester or of the Teachers’ College are al- 
lowed on the recommendation of the principal in charge 
of the school where the teacher is engaged, from a certain 
minimum up to a certain maximum, fixed by law. 

6. The routine business affairs of the schools are con- 
ducted largely by boards and secretaries and, because of 
definite government aid and endowment funds already 
obtained, the school head is largely free from continued 
financial worry, including the necessity of appearing 
before law-making bodies in an appeal for funds. 

7. In consequence of this, the heads of the schools are 
really head masters, often teaching classes themselves and 
able to devote a large amount of time to the purely 
educational work of the school. 

8. The heads of the schools are experienced teachers 
of the deaf. They are given much leeway in the choice 
and promotion of teachers and in arranging the program 
of the work, although this is subject to additional inspec- 
tion by higher authorities. 

9. The physical care and training of the children are 
good. Swimming, cricket, lawn tennis, hiking and Boy 
Seout activities are arranged for the boys, while the girls 
have tennis, hockey, swimming and Campfire Girl activi- 
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ties to keep them fit. This training, together with careful 
medical inspection and care, including proper dental at- 
tention and care of the eyes and ears, provides for the 
physical welfare of the deaf pupils. 

10. Methods of instruction are not placed before the 
highest needs of the children. The most experienced 
English teachers seem to feel that a fourth of the chil- 
dren instructed need every variety of method known to 
science. Sufficient provision is made by the London 
County Council for the more backward deaf children. In 
some of the schools in Scotland, there is a liberal use of 
the double-hand manual alphabet, both in the classroom 
and outside. It may be said in passing that in every 
school I visited my observation showed that the children 
are familiar with some form of manual communication, 
which they use among themselves. 

11. The aim of the English schools seem definitely fixed 
on the matter of bread winning. A great variety of trades 
is not taught, but excellent instruction is given to the 
older boys and girls, particularly in the schools where 
pupils are kept after the age of 16. The teachers of 
trades, as a rule, seem well equipped for the work which 
they do. Most of the time of these older children is 
given to trades learning, with the result that in spite of 
the unemployment situation in England a very large 
percentage of both boys and girls graduating from the 
schools for the deaf are self-supporting. 

12. The English schools employ a much larger propor- 
tion of male teachers than schools in the United States. 
The proportion seems to be two-fifths in England, as 
against one-fifth in our country. Considering the fact 
that in most of our schools there are many boys as old as 
20 years, the comparison is still more unfavorable to us. 

13. In England, teachers seem convinced that proper 
classification, rather than method employed, is one of the 
greatest keys to success in the education of the deaf. 
This has been carried out in the schools under the control 
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of the London County Council in an interesting manner. 
The hard-of-hearing children are segregated in schools 
with hearing children, reciting with them part of the day, 
but receiving special instruction regularly in speech read- 
ing, speech correction, and auricular work. The older 
children at the age of 13 are sent to separate boarding 
schools for girls and for boys, in which manual training 
under first-class teachers is given intensively. The back- 
ward deaf children are segregated and have an excellent 
residential establishment particularly for their own 
needs. 

In conclusion, I wish to commend to the consideration 
of our own teachers the fact that the English Teachers’ 
College is a professional body. Active membership in this 
body, as far as I know, cannot be obtained by outsiders. 
While the help and influence of general educators and 
philanthropists are sought for the schools, there is a 
strong professional spirit among the teachers of the deaf 
and the opinions of the Teachers’ College command the 
deep respect of the government officials and of all those 
interested in the education of the deaf. The splendid 
organization and work of the conference held last sum- 
mer, showing the broad spirit, the energy, and the suc- 
cessful results obtained in the education of the deaf by 
our British friends, exhibit an inspiring example to the 
members of our profession in this country.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL ORALISTS IN COM- 
BINED SCHOOLS 


At the last two meetings of the Convention of American 
Instructors of the Deaf—which conventions by the way 
have proved to be love feasts as compared with others— 
many of my good friends in the profession have made 
it a point of telling me what good oralists they were 
or were becoming. In fact, it is rather difficult now to 
tell an ‘‘Oralist’’ from a ‘‘Combinest’’ when they are 
away from their school grounds. By this I mean that the 
time has passed when Oralism finds itself sorely in need of 
champions. This condition of course is delightful to 
those of us who are proud to be called Pure Oralists. 

I have always felt that it would be wiser to use 
my humble powers in teaching John and Mary better 
speech than it would be to take part in a confab with 
Dr. X, of the M School, who had been teaching the 
deaf twenty years before I had finished my sophomore 
year in college. I felt that Mary and John would be 
better persuaders than I. Now that our good ‘‘com- 
bined’’ friends are oralists, may I ask them to do just 
one little thing to prove their faith? I am sure it will 
not infringe upon any of the advantages that the com- 
bined method has to offer and it will be acting, to my 
way of thinking, in a most consistent manner. 

Mr. Superintendent, Principal, and Members of the Staff: 

Will you please try to make a real effort to ascertain 
which pupils are being taught in oral classes and then 
whenever you have occasion to converse with such a 
pupil, speak to him and require him to speak to you? 
If your school is so large that it would be difficult to 
familiarize yourselves with all the pupils, would it not 
be a good scheme to have the oral pupil wear a small 
red button and the manual pupil a blue button or some 
such inconspicuous emblem. This does not mean that

‘‘oralism’’ is forced upon the pupils who, in your esti- 
mation, cannot continue under the oral method, but it 
simply gives that many more opportunities for your oral 
pupils to get practice in speech and lip-reading and these 
thus become something more to him than classroom exer- 
cises. I am not suggesting that you stop signing and 
spelling to your manual pupils. Come now, if you folks 
are as good oralists as you say you are, you will do 
this. Am I right?

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METHODS OF INSTRUCTION IN AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 


The ‘‘Methods of Instruction’’ named in the following Tabular 
Statement may be defined as follows: 


I, The Manual Method.—Signs, the manual alphabet, and writing 
are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, and the 
principal objects aimed at are mental development and facility in 
the comprehension and use of written language. The degree of 
relative importance given to these three means varies in different 
schools; but is a difference only in degree, and the end aimed at 
is the same in all. 


II. The Manual Alphabet Method—-The manual alphabet and 
writing are the chief means used in the instruction of the pupils, 
and the principal objects aimed at are mental development and 
facility in the comprehension and use of written language. Speech 
and speech-reading are taught to all of the pupils in the schools 
recorded as following this method. 


III. The Oral Method.—Speech and speech-reading, together with 
writing, are made the chief means of instruction, and facility in 
speech and speech-reading, as well as mental development and 
written language, is aimed at. There is a difference in different 
schools in the extent to which the use of natural signs is allowed 
in the early part of the course, and also in the proniinence given 
to writing as an auxiliary to speech and speech-reading in the 
course of instruction; but they are differences only in degree, and 
the end aimed at is the same in all. In most of the Oral schools, 
and with some of the pupils in some of the Combined-System 
schools, as reported in the following Tabular-Statement, the manual 
alphabet and sign language are never used by any employee of the 
school. 


IV. The Auricular Method.—The hearing of semi-deaf pupils is 
utilized and developed to the greatest possibe extent and, with or 
without the aid of artificial appliances, their education is carried 
on chiefly through the use of speech and hearing, together with 
writing. The aim of the method is to graduate its pupils as 
hard-of-hearing speaking people instead of deaf-mutes. 


V. The Combined System.—Speech and speech-reading are regard- 
ed as very important, but mental development and the acquisition 
of language are regarded as still more important. It is believed 
that in some cases mental development and the acquisition of 
language can be best promoted by the Manual or the Manual Al- 
phabet method and, so far as circumstances permit, such method is 
chosen for each pupil as seems best adapted for his individual case. 
Speech and speech-reading are taught where the measure of suc- 
cess seems likely to justify the labor expended, and in some of the 
classrooms of most of the Combined-System schools the Oral or the 
Auricular method is strictly followed.

SCHOOL ITEMS 


Alabama School.—Shortly after the opening of the 
school year 255 pupils were enrolled, as against 228, the 
highest enrollment prior to that. 

Miss Maumee Roberts has been advanced to the posi- 
tion of assistant supervising teacher. Accessions to the 
faculty have been made as follows: Miss Ruth L. Sims 
and Miss Mabel Hubbard, who returned to the staff from 
the Rhode Island Institute; Miss Katherine B. McMillan, 
of the North Carolina School; Miss Katherine Pumphrey, 
of the Western Pennsylvania School; Miss Fannie E. 
Thompson, from the Mississippi School; Miss Sallie 
Crockett, from the South Dakota School; Miss Maureen 
Mills, of Oklahoma; and Miss Glen David and Miss Nan- 
nie Golden, from the publie schools of Talladega, as 
teachers in training. 


Alexander Graham Bell School, Chicago.—For the past 
year a great deal of stress has been placed on rhythm 
work, especially with the second and third year classes. 
Under the direction of Miss Alice T. Coburn, the work 
has been a gradual development from the ability to rec- 
ognize—by vibration—(a) the number of chords played, 
(b) the difference between a strong and weak chord, and 
(c) the number of strong and weak chords played, to the 
ability to understand the difference in 2-4, 3-4, 4-4 and 
6-8 time in music. This understanding of time is the 
basis for teaching accent in words and simple sentences, 
and later for the singing of some of the simple songs 
found in ‘‘Mother Goose Songs for Little Ones,’’ by 
Agnes Crowenshield, and ‘‘Songs for Little Children,’’ by 
Agnes Heath. The work aims to teach rhythm as body 
movement. For further development of rhythmical ex- 
pression use has been made of various apparatus such as 
tambourines, drums, bells, xylophones and cymbals. 
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Central New York Institution—At the close of the last 
school year, Mrs. O. A. Betts, teacher of art and manual 
construction, retired as beneficiary of the state pension 
law. Before joining the staff at this school, Mrs. Betts had 
been teacher of art in the school for the deaf and in the 
public institutions of North Carolina for a period of 22 
years, making a total of 40 years’ service. 


Claudia M. Redd School.—This school, formerly the 
Sanatorium School, acquired by purchase during the past 
summer an adjoining piece of property for the exclusive 
use of the deaf pupils. This enlarges the plant to three 
houses and more grounds for recreation. 


Colorado School.—Plans and specifications for an up-to- 
date power house equipped with the latest and best labor- 
saving machinery have been prepared and contracts will 
be let soon. 

Humphrey Hall was re-decorated and new sitting rooms 
for the little children were arranged. Extensive changes 
in the building were made to provide room for additional 
pupils. 

A handsome new silo was erected at the dairy ranch. 

At the end of the last session Miss Margaret R. 
Warren and Miss Marjorie Thornton resigned to ac- 
cept positions in the day-schools in Canton and Akron, 
Ohio. Miss Demma Putnam resigned to be married. 
Mrs. Margaret C. Smith was promoted to be super- 
vising teacher of the primary department. The follow- 
ing teachers were added to the corps: Mr. Harry Welty, 
formerly superintendent of the South Dakota School; 
Mrs. Mabel W. Nilson, from the Kendall School; Miss 
Martha V. McClary, from the Georgia School; Miss Mar- 
tha C. Bell, formerly supervising teacher of the South 
Dakota School; and Miss Margaret C. Nelson, from the 
Seranton School. 


Horace Mann School.—Miss Mabel E. Adams, principal 
of this school, contributes the following tribute: 
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Mrs. Sarah Jordan Monro, the wife of Rev. H. Usher 
Monro, died September 7th at her home in North Scituate 
after a long illness. Mrs. Monro was a teacher in the 
Horace Mann School for many years. She was probably 
the first teacher of the deaf to teach speech systematically 
through the use of the piano and other musical instru- 
ments and to develop a sense of rhythm through music. 
(The late Dr. E. A. Fay made a statement to the above 
effect in my hearing at a convention—I think the one at 
Staunton). Mrs. Monro was a frequent contributor to 
the magazines devoted to the education of the deaf, and 
was the principal of a teachers’ summer-training school 
to which flocked students from all parts of the country. 

She was a beautiful woman of most charming person- 
ality with a marked resemblance to her aunt, Miss Sarah 
Fuller, and was greatly loved by associates, pupils, and 
by all who had the privilege of knowing her. 


Los Angeles Day-School—This year an adjustment 
class has been organized for those older children in the 
school who are hard of hearing. The teacher of this 
class is Miss Abagail Buckingham, and the work is carried 
on under the direct supervision of Miss Adele Mosseman, 
of the department of psychology and educational research 
of the Los Angeles city schools. The adjustment class 
was devised to enable backward, normal, or superbright 
children to catch up with their mental peers in their 
studies and to give them individual training not possible 
in a crowded grade. 

Two other teachers of the school are conducting classes 
in lip-reading in the Los Angeles city schools. This work 
was started a year ago, and there are now enrolled over 
175 pupils in these classes. These children are given two 
lessons weekly in lip-reading. Children seriously handi- 
capped by impaired hearing, are examined by a specialist 
and upon his recommendation are placed in these lip- 
reading practice classes. 
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Maine School.—Miss Louise T. Young, assistant prin- 
cipal, resigned last February to take charge of the Gal- 
laudet School at St. Louis. This vacancy was filled by 
the appointment of Miss Elizabeth R. Lyle, recently 
principal of the school in the Philippine Islands. 

Miss Mabelle J. Libby, for 25 years a valued teacher in 
this school, died January 12, 1925. 


Minnesota School.—Barron Hall, the boys’ dormitory, 
has been completely remodeled. Each dormitory floor 
now has its own wash rooms and lavatories, and 
the various corridor halls have rubberstone. The total 
cost of the remodeling was approximately $60,000. 

Extensive landscape work has been done around the 
new Service Building, and new walks and a service drive- 
way have been completed. Directly north of Barron 
Hall and the Service Building a new road has been 
constructed. North of this road a new warehouse and 
root cellar have been built. 


Nebraska School_—An appropriation by the last legis- 
lature has enabled material improvements to be made in 
the beautifying of the school campus. Grading down of 
the high banks at the north to a contour with the street 
and laying of walks about the primary building have 
already greatly improved the appearance of that portion 
of the grounds, and when the grass is grown and the 
shrubbery called for in the plans is in place, the improve- 
ments will be still more marked. 


New York Institution—Since the close of school last 
June, extensive additions and replacements have been 
made in the industrial department. 

New equipment in the printing office includes one 
Miehle press, two linotypes, new type and cases through- 
out, a new job press, paper cutter, proof press, and melt- 
ing pot. A metal ceiling has been provided and the 
entire plant re-painted. 

In the woodworking department there have been in- 
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stalled 40 manual training benches completely outfitted 
with tools, 2 portable lathes, a table saw, hand saw, jig 
saw, lathe, mortiser, jointer, sander, electric hammer, 
drill, and tool grinder. <A metal ceiling has been put up 
and the department painted throughout. An auxiliary 
woodworking shop for junior pupils has been installed in 
another building. 

The equipment added to the household department 
includes 3 new Monel electrically driven dishwashing 
machines, a warming cabinet, white enamel sinks, drinking 
fountains, tea and coffee urns, and a dough mixer. Maple 
floors have been laid in the dining room and in the sewing 
room. 

The total cost of these improvements approximates 
$50,000. 

The entire plant is now equipped with electricity for 
both light and power. 


Oregon School.—Superintendent O. L. MelIntire re- 
signed on November 27, 1925, to take charge of the Iowa 
School. Mr. J. Lyman Steed, assistant superintendent of 
the Pennsylvania Institution, has been appointed to fill 
the vacancy, assuming charge January 1, 1926. 


Philippine School._—According to the Twenty-fifth An- 
nual Report of the Director of Education for the Philip- 
pine Islands, the December enrollment in the school for 
the deaf and the blind in Pasay, Rizal, near Manila, was 
56 boys and 30 girls in 1923, and 64 boys and 28 girls 
in 1924. 


Portland Day-School, Oregon.—At the beginning of the 
spring term, February 1, 1926, this school will occupy a 
wing in the new Harford School Building. This section 
will consist of five classrooms and an assembly room 
especially arranged for work with the deaf. 


Public School No. 47, Manhattan, New York.—In Sep- 
tember the school entered half of the new building con- 
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structed adjacent to the old building. The latter was 
then torn down, and on its site will be erected the other 
half of the new school. When entirely completed the 
structure will front on two streets with an §0-foot court 
in the center. 

The classrooms are 20 by 20 feet and each room con- 
tains plenty of closet space, very large windows giving 
plenty of light and a basin with hot and cold water. 
There are also special rest rooms for the teachers. 

There will be 45 classrooms, 7 industrial rooms, a 
gymnasium, a roof playroom, a lunch room, a model 
apartment for domestic science, a medical unit, an au- 
ditorium with moving picture machine, and an elevator. 


Rochester School—Miss F. Elizabeth Brehm and Miss 
Elizabeth Van Ingen, two of the most capable teachers 
of the school, retired in June in order to take advantage 
of the provisions of the former pension law. The follow- 
ing teachers also resigned: Miss Dorothy M. Jones to be 
married; Mrs. Priscilla F. Snow to teach in the New 
York Institution; and Miss Olee M. Sworts to teach in the 
public schools of Rochester. 

The following were engaged to fill vacancies: Miss 
Sarah L. Elliott, who has had experience in the Hartford 
and Halifax Schools; Miss Mary McCormack, Miss Eliza- 
beth Evans and Miss Frances Hanson, who were trained 
at the Central Institute, St. Louis; and Miss Doris M. 
Myers, a graduate of the school, who received her degree 
from the University of Rochester in June. 


St. Paul Day-School.—An electrophone added to the 
equipment of the school last fall has proved a great aid 
in the developing of speech work. 
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Day-Schools in Minnesota.—According to information 
obtained from the Minnesota department of education, 
there were enrolled during the year 1924-25 in the 4 day- 
schools for the deaf maintained in that state 141 pupils, 
with a total of 16 teachers. The amount of state aid 
granted these schools for the same period was $31,439. 


Organization of the War Deafened in France—On the 
initiative of M. Robert Morche, editor of a publication 
called La Revue des Indépendants, and secretary of the 
Syndicate of Journalists and Writers, there has been 
founded in France an Association of the Hard of Hearing 
and Deafened War Veterans. M. Morche is himself one 
whose hearing was impaired in the war. The social 
center of this society is 103, Avenue de la Marne, Asniers 
(Seine), on the outskirts of Paris. It is estimated that 
there are in France 14,000 deafened ex-soldiers who re- 
ceive state pension aid, although there are a great many 
more who as a result of the war have suffered impairment 
of hearing. The principal aim of this association is to 
provide for its members the necessary support in obtain- 
ing the proper medical attention and apparatus. 


Dr. Frank H. Reiter—We are pleased to learn of the 
appointment of Dr. Frank H. Reiter as director of special 
education in the State Department of Public Instruction 
of Pennsylvania. Dr. Reiter, in addition to being a 
psychologist of note, has had wide experience in the field 
of special education, part of which, following completion 
of the course of the Normal Department at Gallaudet 
College, was as instructor in the Mt. Airy School fér a 
period of 5 years. The needs of the schools for the deaf 
under the direction of his department are sure to meet 
with a cooperative understanding.
